Answer: "At the present time 0-2 is maintaining operational 
control only over FRITS, Since 0-2? nea no supply 
or admitistrative organisation eapable of handling 
“BIS, these responstbilitias are not under 0-2 con- 
trol. If required to do so, the present degree of 
operation control could be continued by G~2.% How- 
ever, since G2 is not fully informed of the other 
Departmental needs for FSIS materiel , operational 
cee‘ sions affecting this materia). have been pointed 
wainly toward satisfying 6-2 needs rather than the 
needs of others. It is doubtful that unilateral 
action by G-2 could aorrect this sktuation, 

If 9-2 wera exneated to do more than maintain 
operational control, thal is to say, also be res— 
ponsible for supply and administration of FRIS, 
then G=2 would require new and additional staff 
sections rather than a mere expansion of existing 
organization within MID, Therefore, it is anti~ 
cipated that were G-2 given full responsibility for 
e operating FBIS, integration of FBIS into MID would 
ween one be required, and would necessitate a closine down 

of FRIS operations for some ~onths during the time 
it was being militarisad.®
